WASHINGTON, Jan 18—The j idiciary 


committee of the house held & long 
session today over the Ricks case. 
Representative Baillgy, of Texas, pre- 
resented the majority report drawn, by 
himself, and Representative Broderick 
the minority report.

Judge Kicks endeavored to reverse the 
decision of the previous meeting, but 
after three houis there was no sign of a 
conclusion being reached. 
Tho ma- 


jarity report quotes from a let'.er from 
Judge Ricka to the attorney general of 
March 25, 1893, regarding it and says: 


Here we have Judge Ricks' own 


admission that the fees could not be 
earned until the roaster's reports were 
confirmed, and the records of-the court 
show that these reports were not con- 
firmed until a'ter Judge, Ricks had 
ceased to be clerk." 


The report says that in this letter 


Judge Ricks says these fees were col- 
lected in 1890 and 1891; that at one 
time he testified to practically the same 
effec, • and at another time that the 
work on these rccoids were completed 
in 1892 


"Thus," says the report, "it is that we 


find the judge of the court doing its 
clerk's work and collecting its clerk's 
fees. And furthermore, while Judge 
Ricks had received these fees in 1890 
aod 1891, and finished the work in 1892, 
he did not settle with the government 
until 1893, and only did 80 then after 
threats of exposure " 


The report further says that "in ad- 


dition to the fraud perpetrated in the 
Biiduell cases one no less inexcusable 
was found in case No 552, of the west- 
ern division. Tho record in that case 
shows that $540 was paid to Judge 
Ricka on November 25, 1S89, and he 
has never accounted to the government 
for one cent of it, nor has he ever made, 
or caused U) be made a final record in 
the case." The report closes by saying 
that it finds it impossible to reconpile 
this conduct with the rules of comnjoa 
honesty and therefore recommend the 
adoption of the impeachment resolu- 
tion,
